LBCC students protest possible pilot program 


AB 955 would initiate a pilot program that would allow some community colleges to offer 
classes during summer and winter intersessions at higher unit prices.

More than a dozen Long Beach City 
College students protested outside the 
Liberal Arts Campus Tuesday after- 
noon amid shouts of “stop privatiza- 
tion.” 

The group was protesting Assem- 
bly Bill 955, a new bill introduced in 
February by Assemblyman Das Wil- 
liams (D-Santa Barbara). 


If passed, the bill would initiate a 
pilot program for six community col- 
leges, including LBCC, that would al- 
low community colleges to offer more 
classes during summer and winter 
intersession but at an increased unit 
price. 

“T feel like this bill is breaking ev- 
ery promise of community college,” 
LBCC Student Trustee Andrea Dona- 
do said. “This is creating a discrimi- 
natory gap between the students who 
can pay $250 per unit and the students 
who cannot pay $250 per unit.”

Faculty host forum on 
CSULB president search 


The handful of faculty members also started 
a petition calling for a “public search.”

In an expression of their dissent, a 
group of Cal State Long Beach fac- 
ulty organized a town hall-style forum 
Thursday night in an attempt to draw 
attention to the Cal State University’s 
search for CSULB’s next president. 

Held in Room 203 of the University 


community colleges the authority to 
establish and maintain an extension 
program during summer and winter 
intersessions, which would offer ad- 
ditional high-demand classes at non- 
resident tuition prices, according to 
the bill’s text. 

The current cost of in-state, or 
resident, tuition is $46 per unit, while 
non-resident tuition is $276. 

LBCC Spokesman Mark Taylor 
said that the college is sponsoring AB 
955 to restore access to classes that 
students have lost since the recession. 

“Right now, if students can’t get ac- 


Telecommunications building as part 
of a course on media and culture, the 
forum was representative of the trans- 
parent process that the faculty mem- 
bers are calling for in the presidential 
search, according to Brian Lane, an 
organizer of the forum. The forum was 
not a formal part of the search process. 

“Today is the first shot across the 
battle,” said Lane, who is also a 12-year 
professor in the film and electronic arts 
department. 

According to Lane, the forum was de- 
signed to encourage the public, including 
the campus and surrounding commu- 
nity, to get involved in the presidential 
selection process as well as a petition. 

The petition calls upon CSU Chan- 
cellor Timothy P. White, the CSU Board 
of Trustees, Gov. Jerry Brown and Lt. 


cess to the courses they need in time 
to graduate in spring [or] to transfer, 
they have to wait a whole year,” Taylor 
said. “Most of our students transfer to 
the [Cal State University], and most 
CSUs are only [accepting] transfers at 
one time of the year. So if you’re even 
one course short, you miss an entire 
year of that transfer process.” 
Students chanted, “Say no to AB

during the summer to apply for the 
CSULB president position. They re- 
ceived replies thanking them for their 
interest and explaining that the applica- 
tion will become available later. 

The forum was included in the syl- 
labus of the media and culture class. 
The speakers were met by a quiet au- 
dience comprised of mostly students 
who at first were not participating in 
the forum. One student interrupted the 
event to leave because he was uninter- 
ested in the topic. 

But when both speakers campaigned 
for cutting tuition by two thirds and 
implementing it in a two-year plan, stu- 
dents began talking among themselves 
and asking questions. 

“What I thought was interesting 
was their timeframe of when students 
will expect to see change,” senior 
journalism major Victor Reed said. 
“T thought the town hall meeting was 
informative. The [speakers] had the 
students first and foremost in their 
agenda and our future.” 

According to state law that governs 
the CSU president selection process, 
although the speakers participating in 
the forum have the credentials for the 
presidency, they lack the authority to 
appoint a university president. 

According to state legislation, the 
authority to select a president lies sole- 
ly with the CSU Board of Trustees. 

Stakeholders in the school, in- 
cluding students and faculty, are 
represented in the search through an 
advisory committee, one of the two

committees that work on the presiden- 
tial selection. Though the stakeholders 
are represented in the search, the advi- 
sory committee doesn’t participate in 
the final voting of the president. 

Other than committee representa- 
tion, and a few votes by the board held 
in public view, the presidential selection 
process is held behind closed doors. 

The CSU, however, says that the 
selection of the president has trans- 
parency because, in some way, all 
stakeholders are represented. 

“The transparency, first and fore- 
most, comes out of the fact that the 
trustees themselves are dually ap- 
pointed, both nominated and con- 
firmed, representatives of the public 
interests of the State of California,” 
CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 
“Secondarily the advisory committee 
is selected by the stakeholder groups 


directly so that they provide a direct 
channel to the selection process.” 
Ultimately the faculty members ac- 
knowledged their own lack of author- 
ity in selecting the president but said 
they still believe they can have an in- 
fluence on its outcome through these 
town hall forums. 
“Look, I don’t think I have much of 
a chance of truly winning the presiden- 
cy,” Pounds said. “We just don’t want 
to see another president that [the CSU] 
parachute in without our consent.” 
There will be a second town hall 
forum held by communications profes- 
sor and two-term CSU trustee Craig 
Smith, College of Business Adminis- 
tration professor Mary Celsi, Pounds 
and Carraway at 2 p.m. on Wednesday 
in Fine Arts building 1 Room 206. 
Future forums will not be held dur- 
ing any classes, according to Lane.

in the demonstration and share their 
opinions on the issue. 

“It’s unfair basically because it cre- 
ates a two-tiered system where educa- 
tion is not going to be as attainable for 
those who are less privileged,” LBCC 
student Steve Garibay said. 

Non-student members of the com- 


munity like Stella Ursua also partici- 
pated in the demonstration, saying that 
it was important to come out and show 
solidarity with the students. 

“We've all gone to city college or 
community college, and we expect 
that education is going to be available 
to us — quality education at an afford- 
able price,” Ursua said. “This is just 
nuts. Who can afford this?” 

AB 955 is currently awaiting a vote 
in the Senate. 
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CSULB credential program earns ACHE 
award for work with laid-off teachers 


The program will be 
recognized this 
November.

A Cal State Long Beach creden- 
tial program has gained international 
recognition for its work on enabling 
laid-off teachers to find employment 
again. 

CSULB’s Foundational Level Math 
and Science General Credential pro- 
gram has earned the distinguished 
program award from the Associa- 
tion of Continuing Higher Education 
(ACHE), a network of professionals 
throughout the U.S. and Canada who 
encourage excellence in higher edu- 
cation, according to the ACHE web- 
site. 

In selecting a program for the award, 
ACHE looked at numerous aspects of 
the program, including its originality 
or innovation in program design, de- 
livery and ability to meet established 
goals and objectives, according to the 
ACHE website. 

Chair of the ACHE Awards Com- 
mittee Mary Bonhomme said one 
of the “key elements” in choosing a 
winner is whether a program “sounds 
like something we [ACHE] might be 
able to offer our community of learn- 


” 


ers. 

Bonhomme said she also noticed 
that the CSULB program “was cost- 
effective [and] reputable.” 

According to Regina Cash, director 
of professional programs in the Col- 
lege of Continuing and Professional 
Education, the program was created 
after 700 employees, mostly within the 
Long Beach Unified School District 
(LBUSD), received layoff notices in 
May 2011. 

Cash said the program sought 
to help these employees find jobs 
again. 

“All of these different entities got 
together to see how we can help, not 
only the laid-off teachers, but the 
economic need that was going to be 
needed in the City of Long Beach,” 
Cash said. 

The credential program was de- 
veloped through a partnership be- 
tween the LBUSD, the Pacific Gate- 
way Workforce Investment Network 
(PGWIN) and several colleges on 
campus, according to a CSULB press 
release. 

Through the partnership, these en- 
tities aimed to give laid-off LBUSD 
teachers the opportunity to earn sin- 
gle-subject credentials in math or sci- 
ence: : 
“It was wonderful that all these big, 
big machines were able to move swift- 
ly and efficiently to support this effort 
and to have it be so successful,” said 
Math Education Graduate Adviser Ba- 
bette Benken, who helped to create the 
program. 


The courses, supplies, textbooks 
and parking were provided to program 
participants at no cost, according to 
the press release. 

ACHE awarded the program for its 
first cohort of participants, Benken 
said. 

For the first science cohort of par- 
ticipants, 20 science single-subject 
credential participants completed the 
program, which saw a pass rate of 
85 percent, according to Chair of the 
science education department Laura 
Henriques. 

First cohort participant Devi 
Nathan, who was laid off by the 
LBUSD three years ago, said that 
after completing the CSULB pro- 
gram, she found a permanent teach- 
ing position at Avalon School in 
Avalon, Calif. 

“T’d like to say I’m still sad that there 
are still teachers that haven’t been re- 
employed through this program yet,” 
she said. 

Sherri Gosner, also from the first 
cohort, received her lay-off notice at 
Longfellow Elementary two years ago. 
She was hired again at a middle school 
last week, after having earned a sci- 
ence credential through the CSULB 
program. 

“If I would have not gone through 
the program, I wouldn’t have been 
hired right now,” Gosner said. “So, it’s 
definitely a good thing.” 

The ACHE award will be presented 
at the national 2013 ACHE Annual 
Conference and Meeting in Lexington, 
Ky., in November. 
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CSUF smoking ban is too vague to become effective 


At Cal State Fullerton, smoking 


isn’t only frowned upon. It’s banned. rae 


CSUF made headlines last 
month by becoming the first 
Cal State University campus to 
prohibit smoking, according to the 
Daily Titan. 

The 
initia- 
tive, also 
known 
as 
the President’s Directive No. 18, 
defines smoking as “inhaling, 
exhaling, burning, or carrying a 
lighted cigarette, cigar, pipe or other 
lighted smoking product, including 
electronic cigarettes.” 

CSUF is the first CSU campus 
to officially ban smoking, and 
many others universities may 
soon follow CSUF’s lead. 

Earlier this year, CSU Chancel- 
lor Timothy P. White announced 
his intention to implement a 
23-campus smoking ban. 

In addition, Cal State Long 
Beach students voted to ban 
smoking on campus in April dur- 
ing the Associated Students, Inc. 
election. Currently, the referen- 
dum is waiting to be signed by 
interim President Donald Para. 

It seems that anti-smoking 
campaigns in the CSU have grown 
considerably in the past few 
months.

Both the Long Beach State 
women’s volleyball and women’s soc- 
cer teams took on ranked teams over 
the weekend, and after varying levels 
of success, they can look forward to 
facing softer opponents this weekend.
